JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 


The present mail brings advices from this port to the 10th Oct, 
The English mail of Aug. 13 arrived out on the 29th Sept., con- 
veying also London telegrams to the 5th Sept. The Japan Times 
gives the following summary of news :— 

The sensation of the fortnight we must call, we suppose, the 
arrival of the Austrian Embassy, which reached this place on the 
2nd inst.- The Donau, Captain De Viplingen, and the Herzog 
Friedrich, Commander Von Pitner, are the vessels comprising 
the squadron under the command of Rear Admiral Baron Von 
Petz. The Baron Von Petz carries credentials as Envoy Extra- 
ordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary, and is associated diplo- 
matically with the captain and commander of the Donaw and 
Herzog Friedrich, Dr. Scherzer, Herr Catlice, Consul-General 
at Shanghai, Herr Xantus, Baron Ivor Kaas and Baron Herbert. 
Monday, the 5th ins-ant, being the anniversaryof the birth of His 
Majesty, the Emperor of Austria and King of Hungary, a royal 
salute was fired by all the ships of war in port as well as by the 
Japanese fortress at Kanagawa in honour of the occasion. We 
have no doubt but that the Embassy will be received with the 
cordiality and courtesy displayed by the present Japanese Govern- 
ment to foreigners of all nations, and that the object of the mission 
will be successfully achieved. 

The Cleopatra, a large vessel from Saigon with rice, carrying Aus- 
trian colours, arrived a few days before the Embassy, and had conse 
quently, to wait outside the harbour limit until special permission 
was given by the Japanese Government for her to come in. 

We have great pleasure in being able to report that the pro- 
spects of our import trade continue to improve, at least so far 
as our principal cotton staples are concerned. There is now no 
doubt that the native crop of the raw material has failed, and 
that we sball have to supply the country’s wants. These eee 
however, compared to the demand in other better develope 
markets, much smaller than most merchants out of Japen 
seem to believe, and a very small importation from China of 
additions to our already superabundant stocks would at once 
break down the trade again. If we can only be left alone for a 
little while we can do very well, for our constituents as well as 
for ourselves ; but if our friends elsewhere will persist in imagin- 
ing that they know the trade hetter than their agents on the spot 
the result to look for ia loss from double freight, enormous ware- 
house and insurance charges, and interest on capital engaged. But 
to persuade people of this bas always been among the chief diffi- 
culties of Yokohama merchants, and if their constituents will not 
listen to them they certainly will not to us, 80 it is of little use 
our wasting more ink on the subject. 
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The Currency Question has entered into a new phase, which we 
were just in time to indicate in our last. We then mentioned that 
the Oriental Bank Corporation had assisted the Japanese Govern- 
ment in the selection of competent officers to take charge of their 
Mint for them, and that it was in contemplation to issue a 
Japanese dollar, of slightly higher touch than the Mexican and 
of its full weight. The issue will also include a gold ten-dollar 
piece, which will be a legal tender as well as the silver unit, and, 
of course, all the necessary subsidiary coins will be provided. 
The patterns from which the dies are to be cut in England went 
home hy the American mail. They are very handsome pieces and 
magnificent specimens of the guldsmith work in which the Ja- 
panese excel. We shall shortly be ina position to discuss the 
details of this change and to predicate its probable results ; mean- 
while it is satisfactorv, to know that some solution to the long- 
vexed boo, niboo, and Ainsats’ questions will be attained. 

Sir Edmund Hornby is still here, and we hope is still more 
strongly convinced than on the occasion of his last visit that a 
branch of the Supreme Court should be established in Yokohama. 
A decision of his is likely to lead to an interesting trial. He 
has, on appeal, declined to admit the award of Mr. Acting 
Consul Robertson, in the case of the New York versus the 
Ocean Queen, in which, sitting as an arbitrator, he ordered 
payment of $10,000 damages from the former to the latter. It 
appears, first, that the Arbitration Court was improperly con- 
stituted ; secondly, that its award was vicious, inasmuch as it 
ere more damages than were claimed; and thirdly, that in 

is capacity of Acting Consul, Mr. Robertson had no jurisdiction 
over the Arbitration Court to reduce the damages awarded, and 
no power to enforce payment of such reduced damages. Therefore, 
his lordship granted a rule to show cause why the Consul should 
not return to the owners of the Ocean Quzen the money he has 
paid over to the owners of the Vew York. The case will be argued 
in Shanghai six months hence, Mr. Robertson being in England. 
Recollecting Sir Edmund’s strong adjuration to us to appeal to 
Courts of Arbitration, instead of to Courts of Law, on the occa- 
sion of his last visit here, we cannot help expressing the wish that 
he would be good enough to tell us how a Court of Arbitra- 
tion may be so constituted and conducted that its awards may 
may not be thus upset. 

We must not omit to record, with the same pleasure that all 
his friends, foreign and native, cordially feel, the return from 
America of that distinguished scholar and philanthropist, Dr. J. 
C. Hepburn, who, we are glad to be able to say, has come back to 
us with renewed health and strength. Dr. Hepburn is of that 
class of missionaries who do only good, and of whom we cannot 
have too many. 

The following paragraph is from the Japan Gazette :—“ Mr. 
Barnard, the barrister, was lately assaulted in the public streets 
by Mr. Urquhart, a gentleman who was a witness in a recent 
trial, and to whom the learned counsel applied epithets of a 
very damaging character. In his defence Mr. Urquhart simply 
pleaded the provocation he had received. His lordship, whilst 
upholding the majesty of the law by inflicting the punishment on 

. Urquhart of a fine of $25, clearly gave Mr. Barnard to under- 
stand that he had overstepped the bounds of propriety, and hoped 
it would be a warning to hia, The fine was paid by public sub- 
scription.”

PEKING. 
A COURT INTRIGUE AND ITS RESULTS. 

An extraordinary political intrigue at the capital, resulting in 
a breach between Prince Kung and the Empresses Regent, and 
the summary execution of an eunuch holding a high position ‘at 
the Court, is thus detailed in the China Mail of the 18th ult. :— 
A highly sensation occurrence, which may largely influence the 
course of internal events in China, has taken place within the 
last few weeks, and has powerfully interested all classes of Chi- 
nese. Persons in any degree “behind the scenes” as regards 
litical gossip in connection with the Court of Peking have long 
een aware of rumours dealing very freely with the relations exist- 


ing between the younger of the Empresses Regent and a eunuch of 


the palace. Whatever might the cause of this individual's favour, 
it was well known that his influence was immense, and that many 
leading officials owed their posts to his nomiuation. The Chinese 
have suffered too much, however, from cunuch-cabals not to look 
with intense distrust on any tendency in that direction ; and not 
unnaturally, a feeling of rivalry between even Prince Kung and 
the palace favourite was commonly spoken of. The career of the 
Empress’s minion has at length been suddenly cut short, by one of 
those swift and remorseless acts which Asiatic statecraft always 
holds in store. The eunuch--whose name was Ts’ing Ngan— 
was commissioned, as we learn, about two months ago, by his 
Imperial mistress to proceed to Nanking and Soochow, os- 
tensibly for the purpose of laying in a provision of silks and 
embroidery for the approaching nuptials of the young Emperor, 
but in reality, it is thought, with some secret political errand to 
accomplish also. However this may be, the eunuch reached the 
capital city of Shantung about the middle of September, travelling 
with an imposing retinue, and presented himself in state to the 
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Governor of the Province. 
not, the Governor appears to have looked upon the eunuch with a 
hostile eye, and had 

circumstances, as the palace eunuchs are not entitled to travel 
abroad unless in the train of the Imperial family. On being asked 
for his official authority for the journey he was rosecuting, 
the eunuch was compelled to acknowledge that he had none to 
produce. ‘The provincial Governor hereupon detained him pend- 
ing reference to Peking, and the courier who carried the report 
of Ts’ing Ngan’s arrival at Tsi-nan Fu to the capital brought back 
almost instantly a decree signed by the Emperor himself, order- 
ing the eunuch’s immediate execution. This sentence was carried 
into effect at Tsi-nan Fu, without a moment's delay, on or about 
the 25th of Sept. So much of the affair has already become public 
among the Chinese, the news having spread with unexampled ra- 
pidity ; but what were the proceedings which took place before 
the death-warrant was obtainel, or what degree of antagonism 
may have been promoted between Prince Kung and the Empresses 
in consequence of this affair, will probably long remain a subject 
of mere conjecture. The whole story serves to remind us of that 
fact which a certain section of the public world only too willingly 
forget, viz., that China is subject to a despotism of the true Eastern 
pattern, and that the “Arabian Nights” continue as much as 
ever to be the type of her domestic history.

TIENTSIN, 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Tientsin, Oct. 5.

SHANGHAI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
Saananalt, Oct. 12, 1869. 

I wrote you on the 6th inst. by the Labourdonnais. Since then 
there has been a general stagnation of news ; the town-talk is 
of course, the approaching visit of H.R.H. the Duke of Edin- 
burgh. We have telegrams by Kiachta as follows : London, Sept. 
14, to hand on the 8th inst. ; and London, Sept. 21, received yester- 
day. The English mail of Aug. 27 is due to-day. 

The Municipal Council met on the 7th. The Watch, Works, 
and Finance Committees laid reports before the Council. The 
North China Daily News comments on these reports as follows :— 
“The reports by the different committees bear witness to a great deal 
of thoughtful care, and to the initiation of many reforms which 
tend gradually to improve the moral and sanitary condition of 
the settlement. New drains have been constructed in various 
streets, and it is satisfactory to learn that those which have been 
reconstructed on the principle suggested by the late Mr. Clark 
keep fairly clean notwithstanding the very slight fall which the 
formation of the land permits. 

“ New fire wells are in course of construction, and a hole is to be 
dug in the bed of the Yang-king-pang, to secure a supply of 
water there at low tide. The erection of landing stages opposite 
the various streets abutting on the bund has commenced ; aud the 
French Council has been asked to join us, according to a previous 
understanding, in bringing the frontage of the two bunds at the 
mouth of the Yang-king-pang into line, to secure an even flow 
of water along the river face. 

“We notice that Mr. Kingsmill is getting on favourably with 
the new plan of the settlement which has been entrusted to him, 


*According to a telegram published in another column, the Duke had 
arrived at Shanghai, where ho met with an enthusiastic reception. 
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and that its completion is awaited, before the Land 
Committee commence their labours. An immense improvement 
has been effected in the rounding off of various street corners, 
and we hope other proprietors will follow the liberal example of 
those who hive permitted the change. As we remarked some 
time ago, measures are being concerted for the exclusion 
of inflammable material, such as kerosine oil and gun- 
powder, from the settlement ; and the godowns on Poo- 
tung point are, we believe, suggested as a convenient store for 
such articles. Arrangements have been made to renew the 
excellent chain-gang system ; it remains only with the Mixed 
Court to sentence prisoners to that punishment, A project for 
bringing the slaughter-houses under control has been mooted, and 
a still more effectual check will be thus provided against the 
provision of bad meat for our food.” : 

The Hong Kong Government and the Council have arranged 
an’ amalgamation, so far as the working is concerned, of their re- 
spective post-offices ; the main features inthe amalgamation are :— 

a. That the two postmasters, and their respective assistants, 
be required to render to each other mutual assistance on the 
arrival and departure of all mails, so as to lessen the time oc- 
cupied in manipulating such mails. The postmaster in whose 
fics the work is being actually performed, at any time, to be for 
that time the head officer, and to exercise control. 

6. That each office shall, at its own cost, provide a staff of at 
least five coolies, on the understanding that the services of the 
entire body of coolies are to be placed at the disposal of either 
office on the arrival and departure of mails. 

c. That all letters received at the local post-office from Hong 
Kong, or for despatch to Hong Kong, shall be handed over to the 
British postmaster, to be dealt with exclusively by the British 

st-office. 

d. That all letters (Government correspondence excepted) re- 
ceived at the local post-office, addressed to or sent from all other 
places whatever, not ports of the United Kingdom, shall be dealt 
with by that office. 

¢. That all unpaid, or insufficiently prepaid letters, which may 
be received at the local post-office for despatch by contract packets, 
be handed over to tho British postmaster to be dealt with accord- 
ing to his instructions. 

The Council are about to connect their police-stations by tele- 

ph. We are glad to see this, as the fears of Feng Shui may be 
Pessoned—oo far as telegraphs are concerned—in the eyes of the 
natives. The Council are extending the Contagious Disease Act 
in a modified form, by bringing native brothels under their super- 
vision. 

Dr. R. Alex. Jamieson has furnished the Council with a valuable 
report on the sanitary condition of Shanghai. Such a report 
has been long needed. I am glad to see that the Council in- 
tend building their sanitary arrangements for next year on it. 
The Committee appointed at the meeting held a month ago have 
at last made known their programme for the reception of Prince 
Alfred. As we mentioned last week we have to thank our Consul, 
Mr. Medhurst, for obtaining for us the privilege of a visit from 
H.R.H. On his return from Nagasaki Mr. Medhurst at once 
comuiunicated with the other members of the committee, and a 
meeting was called for last Wednesday, when the proposed ad- 
dresses were read and agreed to, and the following programme 
accepted. The first day will be devoted to the public cere- 
mony, consisting of a reception and the presentation of an 
address from British residents and another from residents of 
other nationalitics. In the evening is to be given a representa- 
tion by the Amateur Dramatic Corps. On the second day a 
cricket match between the officers of the fleet and the S.C.C, with 
a déjeuner on the ground, is proposed, and in the evening the Con- 
cordia Club will invite his Koyal Ilighness to a theatrical and 
musical entertainment. For the third day, which it is understuod 
will be the last of his stay, a ball has been agreed on, and it is 
also propose to illuminate the Bund. The Customs authorities 
also contemplate the erection of a “ gorgeous” triumphal arch on 
their jetty, in the expectation that his Royal Highness will land 
at that point, which decidedly is the most convenient on the Bund. 
On the suggestion of one of the committee it was arranged that 
the ball should also be in honour of Admiral Keppel, as the time 
will be too short to give a separate farewell entertainment to the 
gallant and popular Aduiral. 

The excitement wbout the demons in the new church has died 
away. <A proclamation has been issucd by the new Taoutai, and 
it is said that he has had two men flogged for the share they took 
in creating the rumours. 

It will be remembered that in one of Mr. J. B, Robertson’s let- 
ters to the London Duily News he stated that Mr. Burlingame's 
credentials are drawn up in the old form, accrediting him to the 
Western Governments as tributary States, although this objection- 
able feature is not reproduced in the translated version, on which 
those Governments would, of course, rely. The ¥. C. Daily News 
of yesterday published the following translations ; the first [A] is 
“the official version, on the strength of which Mr. Burlingame 
has been accepted in Europe as ‘ High Minister Extraordinary and 
Plenipotentiary’ from the Emperor of China to his Imperial, 
Royal, and Republican brethren of the West. The second [B] 
is a less euphistic translation, which we now offer for the conxi- 
deration of those who have been dazzled by the former, and which 
is chiefly remarkable for the entire absence of allusion to the 
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Re-assessment ' ‘High Minister Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary’ who is in- 


troduced by the first.”

“‘ His Majesty the Emperor of China salutes (Her) Majesty (the Queen) 
of (England). In virtue of the commission We have with reverence re- 
ceived from Heaven, and as China and foreign nations are members of 
one family, we are cordially desirous of placing on a firm and lasting basis 
the relations of friendship and good understanding now existing between 
us and the nations at amity with China, 

“ And as a proof of our genuine desire for that object, we have specially 
selected an officer of worth, talents, and wisdom. Anson Builingame, 
late Minister at our capital for the United States of America, who is tho- 
roughly conversant with Chinese and foreign relations, and in whom, in 
transacting all business in which the two Empires of China and (England) 
have a common interest, we have full confidence as our representative and 
the exponent of our ideas. 

We have also commissioned Chih Kang and Sun Chiaku, high officers 
with the honorary rank of the second grade, to accompany Mr. Burlingame 
to England, where Mr. Burlingame with the two so appointed will act 
as our High Minister Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary. 

We have full confidence in the loyalty, zeal, and discretion of the said 
three Ministers, and are assured they will discharge satisfactorily the 
duties entrusted to them, and we earnestly request that the fullest cre- 
dence and trust may be accorded to them, that thereby our relations of 
friendship may be made permanent, and that both nations may enjoy the 
blessings of peace and tranquillity, a result which we are certain will be 
deeply gratifying.

We do hope, therefore, that you will extend to them 
all frankness, so that by the interchange of unreserved contidence means 
may be found for placing friendly relations upon a lasting basis,—to the 
enjoyment by all in common of peace and tranquillity, a result which will 
cause you, we entertain no doubt, very great rejoicing.

The launch of the third steamer built at the Kiangnan Arsenal 
took place on Tuesday atternoon, in the presence of Ting, Footai, 
and a number of native officials. She is thus described by the 
Recorder :—“ Her length over all is 167 fect; beam, 27 feet 3 
inches ; depth of hold, 13 feet 2 inches; and gross tonnage, 630. 
Her frames are made of Singapore, Malava, and white oak, filled 
in solid, fore and aft, with Salon ine, and caulked inside and 
out. She is planked oak, and her deck is of teak. Her engines 
are horizontal direct acting, of 125-horse power, nominal. She 
has two boilers, each capable of being worked up to 30 lbs. of 
steam, and is fitted with Griffith’s patent hoisting propeller. She is 
brig-rigged and flushed decked, and carries aft four 24 lbs. Dahlgren 
brass guns ; midships, onc 68 lbs., smooth bore ; forward, four 24 Ibs. 
Dahlgren guns ; and as a bowchaser one 42 Ibs. breech-luading rifled 
gun. When in the water she presented a very pretty appearance in- 
dced, and when rigged, will rival the other two boats; her bow 
is round, which for that class of boat is certainly the prettiest, and 
we may safely say that in every respect she is a credit to her 
builders. We must not forget to mention that she was launched 
with her engines in her, and will make a trial trip in a few days.” 

One of the daily papers says that three new Customs cruizers, 
twin screws of 600 tons each, are shortly expected out for service 
on the China coast, one being for service on the northern, one the 
southern, and the third on the central station. Two of them will 
very shortly be here, having left home in June ; the other was to 
leave in August. As soon as the one intended for the central or 
Shanghai division arrives the Awashing will, we understand, be 
dismantled, by taking out her guns and reducing her crew, and 
she will be confined to harbour duty. 

A new Chinese gunboat, the Mun-wing-ching, built at the Foo- 


chow arsenal, arrived here during the weck from that port. We 
believe she is entirely officered and manned by natives. 
Business generally in the North of China is dull. The late 


“ spurt’ scems to have been quite speculative, and has been fol- 
lowed by the usual reaction. At Hlankow nothing more will be 
done this scasien; the cotton and rice crops are almost destroyed, 
and the prospects for the winter very bad. The Japan crops of 
rice wud cotton are no better, and as a result imports will sure] 

suffer. Moncy is very dear among the natives, und much bullion 
is going out of the country to purchase rice. The cry of “short 
tea crop” has now subsided, and it is generally thought the crop 
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will be pretty nearly equal to last year’s; while silk keeps up, 
and shippers are still bold. evi. 

The Gas Company is getting out of its difficulties, having got 
rid of all unallotted shares at par, and will soon be able to pay off 
the whole debenture debt, with, perhaps, a dividend for the current 
year ; the consumption has greatly increased. 





CHEFOO. 

A Chefoo correspondent writes :—The Adventure, Captain Raby, 
R.N., arrived here on the 29th Sept, with Lady Keppel and part 
of the suite of his Royal Highness the Duke of Edinburgh ; and 
H.MS. Salamis, bearing the flag of the Hon. Admiral Sir Henry 
Keppel, arrived here on the following day with“his Royal High- 
ness the Duke of Edinburgh and his suite. Immediately after 
the Salamis had anchored the Duke landed with Admiral Keppel, 
without attracting any unusual attention, and after quietly walk- 
ing round Yentai Hill he entered one of the English merchants’ 
houses, where he partook of some refreshment. He afterwards 
strolled through the Chinese town, making a few purchases, and 
returned on board the Salamis to dinner. It was intimated that 
the Duke desired to preserve an incognito during this first visit to 
Chefoo, as, the Galatea not being here, he was the guest of Admi- 
ral Keppel, and thus no address was presented on his landing. 


HANKOW. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Since last I wrote, the water, which was then by latest accounts 
falling, has continued to rise, until it now is but two feet below 
the maximum for the year. And when I thus describe the condi- 
tion of the river I have said all that can be said about Hankow, 
for the simple reason that incidents, whether social, domestic, 
commercial, or even political, are rendered impossible so long as 
locomotion is iapeded, as at present. The market continues 
glutted with all descriptions of imports, and prospects for the 
winter are looking gloomier and gloomier. 

It is reported amongst native circles that Li Hung Chang is 
soon to be removed from his present vice-royalty to the province 
of Szechuen. It is difficult to say whether he is more trusted 
or distrusted by the Government. His judgment and energy 
are implicitly relied upon, but his rapidly increasing power makes 
him an oes of suspicion. In fact, the talents that make 
him valuable have at the same time made him formidable. But 
foreigners have nothing to hope from Li: he is Conservative to 
the Packcbone. and would now gladly turn the guns which fo- 
reigners have made for him at Nanking, against every Western 
intruder into China. The Peking Cabinet, however, are not quite 
assured of this ; and so they think it politic to shift him about, 
so as to prevent his taking deep root anywhere. 


HONG KONG. 

The latest date from this port is the 19th Oct. The outward 
French mail of Sept. 2 was received on the 14th Oct. Few events 
of importance had transpired during the week. The following 
items are from the China Mail :— 


Mr. John McLeavy Brown, secretary to the Burlingame Mis- 
sion, arrived here from Europe, en route to Peking, on the 14th 
inst. The object of his return is a subject of much speculation. 
+ That the affairs of the Mission required some trustworthy 
agent at Peking,!whither Mr. Brown has proceeded, was a very 
natural and, we believe, well-founded supposition ; but it was 
not to be expected that so able a diplomatist as that gentle- 
man would reveal the objects which induced his return to 
China. We are, however, able to state that the rumour of his 
resignation was totally unfounded, and that there is a pos- 
sibility that the frame of mind in which the Chinese authorities 
are represented to be is not so antagonistic to all of Mr. Bur- 
lingame’s proceedings as has been imagined. One thing is at least 
certain—the speedy and we believe we may say totally unexpected 
visit of Mr. Brown to Shanghai will enable him at once to dis- 

rove the possibly absurd and injurious allegations brought against 

im and the eminent sinologucs who share the responsibility of the 
translation of Mr. Burlingame’s letter of appointment. We do 
not hesitate to express our own conviction that his and their ren- 
dering is the correct one. We have not yet seen a copy of the 
Chinese original, but it is more than probable that the trans- 
lation “lesser States” in the North China Daily News’ version 
is a simple case of straw-splitting based on the supposed difference 
in status between two characters. At all events, Mr. Brown 
has but to furnish the Chinese text, and every sinologue in China 
may satisfy himself of the truth, or otherwise, of the assertions 
made. The general public might refuse to believe the dictum of 
one or two; but every port in China, not excluding Hong Kong, 
has residents capable of accurately judging of the merits of the 
controversy, and their united testimony would be irresistible. It 
is greatly to be hoped that this opportunity will be afforded. We 
differ distinctly from Mr. Burlingame’s policy. but we shall be glad 
to find that the well-known scholars above alluded to, with Mr. 
Brown, stand clear of an imputation which goes beyond the 
limits of mere literary controversy, and touches them as men of 
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honour and probity. Again, we repeat the solution lies in the hands 
of Mr. Burlingame’s friends. 

A paragraph appears in the London and China Express, received 
by the French mail, that makes necessary a reference to the almost 
forgotten case of Regina v. Saint. The writer of the paragraph 
refers to the fact, of which our readers are aware, that steps were 
taken by the representatives of the Crown here to apply to the 
Privy Council for leave to appeal against the judgment of the 
Chef Justice, on the demurer by the prosecution ; and it con- 
cludes with saying, “We are surprised that Sir R. MacDonnell 
should have sanctioned any further proceedings. As it is, perhaps 
the right to appeal will be granted, but we cannot for a moment 
doubt that the Judicial Committee will confirm Judge Smale’s 
decision in every particular.” As the paragraph will be read 
read in Hong Kong, we deem it right to state that the Crown a 
short time ago gave formal notice to defendant of its intention 
to enter a nolle prosequi in each of the two pending criminal in- 
formations against him, viz. :—one at the instance of the King of 
Portugal, and the other on behalf of Senor Horta ; and also that 
the appeal against Chief Justice Smale’s judgment on demurrer 
in re Amaral would not be further proceeded with. The formal 
declaration to this effect is to be made to the Supreme Court at 
the Criminal Sessions which commence on the 20th, when the 
Acting Attorney-General, the Hon. H. E. Pollard, will state the 
reasons why this course has been adopted by the Crown. We 
make this statement simply in correction of a paragraph written 
in unavoidable ignorance of the present state of the case ; other- 
wise we should have remained silent upon it until it again comes 
formally before the Court. 

The Camoens, Portuguese gun-boat, has captured the junk 
which pirated the N.U. barque Apenrade. Owing, however, to 
the heavy weather she had to be abandoned and sunk. 

Great preparations continue to be made for the reception of H. 
R. H. the Duke of Edinburgh. 

The Gibson memorial fund subscriptions have up to the present 
time reached over $2,000. 





PHILIPPINES. 
—o— 
MANILA. 

The advices from Manila are to Oct. 12. There are no very fulj 
accounts of the earthquake, but such as have come to hand show 
that the statements already published by us were in no degree 
exaggerated, as the following extract proves :— 


Manila has been visited with another very severe earthquake, 
—as severe inits force as that of June 3, 1863, but owing to there 
being no cross oscillation, all the waves going in one direction, 
the destruction of property has not been so great. Still a number 
of the public buildings have suffered terribly, and, both inside 
and outside the city, many private houses have been damaged. 
Casualties to persons, considering the extent of the misfortune, 
have not been many, a few killed and wounded are reported up 
to latest date. The earthquake occurred at the busiest part 
of the day, about half-past eleven, in the forenoon of Oct. 1, 
during a very heavy shower ; and with the recollection of 1863 
uneffaced from their memory, the terror and fear of the inhabi- 
tants is more easily imagined than described.

BATAVIA. 

Accounts from Samarang, Cheribon, &c., give sad accountsof 
fever epidemic. Houses and boats are deserted, and labour cannot 
be procured for loading ships and general purposes. Our readers 
may remember the- sweeping condemnation Our Special Corre- 
spondent lately passed on the sanitary condition of Samarang, and 
warning the Government and inhabitants to see to it. 

The press has suffered a severe loss in the death of Mr. H. J. 
Lion, late editor of the Batavia Handelsblad, the “Nestor” of 
editors in the East. A Conservative paper, the Sourabaya Nieutrs- 
bode, has entirely collapsed. 

The Samarang Chamber of Commerce has, in the presence of 
delegates from those of Batavia and Sourabaya, had discussions on 
the sugar culture system, which is at present occupying the atten- 
tion of the Dutch Houses of Parliament. 

Government has commenced proceedings against the Sourabaya 
pepe for libel, said papers having stated that Governor-General

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STRAITS SETTLEMENTS, 
—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

The outward mail of Sept. 10 arrived on Oct. 14 with telegram, 
to Sept. 28. The dates are now down to Oct.2 The Strait, 
Times gives the following summary of news :— 

The new Government House now shelters the representative of 
Royalty. His Excellency moved in last week, and beyond a little 
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trimming up, the work may be said to be complete, and be ready 
for the reception of the Duke of Edinburgh = i he comes. <Ac- 
cording to our advices from China, the Duke will probably not be 
here for three weeks or a month yet, and, as he has a good deal of 
lost time to make up, his stay will doubtless be short. 

A good deal of attention has been given to the Secret Societies’ 
Bill, which has been introduced into Council and read a second 
time. A pretty general belief prevails that the Governor is 
wrong in seeking to carry through, with so much haste, a 
measure which he himself admits to be an instalment merely. 
After waiting two years to legislate at all and with all the 
information within our reach which it is possible to obtain,— 
the o aakigen d should be availed of to pass such a measure as will 
be of real value to the community, and by its statesman like 
features serve in some measure to vindicate the settlement from 
the reproach of crude and ill-digested legislation, which the pro- 
ductions of its Councils have hitherto earned for it. Another sub- 
ject which has occupied some attention, outside the Council, is the 
progress of the steamer which was ordered now about two years 
ago for the public service of the Straits, and for which £23,000 was 
remitted from the Colonial Treasury in February last. For some 
mails back various reports have been received casting doubts upon 
the steamer’s being under progress at all; and last mail’s advices 
render it almost certain that the steamer never really has been 
ordered, and that the colony has been put to the expense of bor- 
rowing and remitting the money for no purpose whatever. Nei- 
ther is this the worst feature in the case; there is grave reason to 
fear that, by reason of compositions paid to various parties for un- 
fulfilled engagements, we may in the end get only a very small 
ate of our money back again—one debit note for £400 came 

y last mail for money paid in this way to the gentleman who was 
to superintend its construction. 





PENANG. 

The arrangements for the reception of the Duke of Edinburgh 
are nearly complete. A worthy Chinese, Kan Sin Tat, has placed 
a new house at the disposal of H.R.H. The Governor is supple- 
menting the fittings, é&c. 

The death of Mr. Logan, the editor of the Penang Gazette, is 
universally repre ed. he funeral was attended by nearly every 
European in the settlement ; and the principal Chinese, Malays, 
and other Asiatics of almost every race and creed were present, 
not excepting even the priests of their various religions. J. R. 
Logan arrived in Penang in 1839, and since that time he has 
been a constant resident of the island and province. He was a 
fellow of the Geological Society, member of the Asiatic Society, 
corresponding member of the Ethnological Society of London, and 
of other literary and scientific societies. He was also the editor 
and principal contributor of the Journal of the Indian Archipelago, 
eleven volumes of which have been published. , 

We understand that nothing is to be be done with regard to the 
new territory to the east of Province Wellesley, ccded to us lately 
by the Bajah of Quedah, until his Excellency the Governor next 
visits Penang, which will probably be after the visit of the Duke 
of Edinburgh.

The currency question still engages attention, but in London 
the Government measure for introducing the rupee in place of 
£8. d. is considered to be practically passed, and the banks con- 
nected with the island are sending out rupee notes in place of the 
pound notes. * ‘ 

The Galle harbour scheme continues to be a subject of contro- 
versy ; the Colombo Observer publishes a report by Mesars. Halliley 
and Donnan, showing how the necessary revenue to meet 
interest and sinking fund can be raised. They proposed 
to levy 2s. per ton on coals landed and tonnage dues, up toa 
maximum, in case of the great mail companies’ steamers, of 6d. 
a ton—to be reduced to 4d. as the increased resort of steamers 
renders reduction possible. It is quite clear that 6d. per ton would 
not be too high a price to pay for the benefits of perfect safety 
and smooth water which would always allow easy coaling and the 
transhipment of goods ; for the fourteen P.and O. steamers which 
now visit Galle 110 times per annum on their voyages between 
Calcutta and Suez, Bombay and China, and from and to Australia 
are valued at £1,267,000; the rough estimate of the value of the 
silx, opium, indigo and other goods they carry being twenty mil- 
lions sterling. This leaves out of view the steamers of the Messa- 
geries and other companies with their cargoes, and the great 
increase in steam navigation which may be expected to ensue on 
the opening of the Suez Canal. As regards coal ships Messrs. 
Halliley and Donnan mention the significant fact that the average 
detention of such ships in Galle Harbour during the calm weather 
of the North East monsoon is only twenty-six days against fifty-two, 
or exactly double during the prevalance of the South-West mon- 
soon, when the ocean swell comes rolling into the harbour. It is 
clear, therefore, that coal ships could afford to pay enhanced ‘ton- 
age rates for the benefit of calm water all the year round. 
Doubts being still entertained whether from the contour of the 
Coast and the direction of the swell, the breakwater so elaborately 
reported on by Major Clarke and Mr. Hutton Gregory can ensure 
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perfectly smooth water inside, the Governor has taken the wise 
course of appointing a Commission, composed of the leading en- 
gineering and nautical authorities in the Island, the Surveyor 
General being Chairman, to consider the best form of breakwater 
for securing quiet water so as to permit of coaling, transhipping 
&c., easily and safely in all weathers.

CEYLON, STRAITS, JAVA, CHINA, AND JAPAN 
IMPORTS. 


Yoxouama.—The market, which we last reported active with improved 
prices, had become quiet for all staples and prices had slightly receded. 
The market, however, closed firm, importers showing no anxiety to realise. 
About 1,500 to 1,800 bales of Yarn had changed hands, together with from 
25,000 to 30,000 pieces of Shirtings. The further decline in the value of 
native currency had doubtless tended to some extent to cause a depression in 
the market. Metals: A limited inquiry was made for Nail Rod Iron of 
smallest sizes at $3.10 to $3 50. Lead continued dull at low prices. Quota- 
tions :—Cotton Yarn, 16 to 24, $51.50 to $52.50 per picul ; 28 to 32. $53 25 
to $54.50 ; 88 to 42, $57 to $58; Grey Shirtings, 7 lbs., $2.60 to $2.65 per 
piece; 8 Ibs., 4-6, $3 to $3.10; Black Velvets, $9 to $9.65, gond chops 
saleable; T. R. Cambrics, $0.90 to $0.95 per lb.; Blankets, $0.38 to 
$0.45 per Ib. 

SHANGHAL—There had again been a large business in the chief staples 
between the departure of this and last mail; as far as Grey Shirtings and 
T-Cloths are concerned mainly speculative. For most other goods the 
demand had been of a steady character, and prices had risen or fallen in 
answer to the wants of the trade. Grey Shirtings: At one time Tls. 2.31 
per piece was obtained for Dewhurst’s 8-4 Ibs. Eagles on moderate credit. 
Subsequently a reaction took place, and similar goods were offered and 
sold (by speculators) at Tls. 2.27 per piece on short delivery. At the close 
there were more Chinese sellers than buyers. Prices were Tls. 2.0.4 to 2.0.7 
for 7 Ibs., Tls. 2.2.2 to 2.2.7 for 8-41bs., and Tls. 2.4.5 to 2.8.5 for 9 to 9-12 
Ibs. T-Cloths: Speculators had tarned their attention to these goods, owing 
to their comparative cheapness, and a large business has resulted in them 
at in some cases an advance on last quotations, Prices—Tis, 1.35 to 1.68 
for 6 lb., Tls. 1.60 to 1.92 per piece for 7 lb., and Tis, 2.05 to 2.45 per 
piece for 81b, 86 in. White Shirtings : About 8,000 pieces (chiefly lower 
counts) had found buyers, and for special chops a slight advance had 
been obtained. The demand was not extensive, but bona fide. We quote 
56 reed Tls. 2.15 to 2.20; 60 reed, Tis. 2.30 to 2.85; G4 reed, Tls. 2.35 
to 2.40; and 66 reed, Tls, 2.48 to 2.55. Drills: The demand had fallen off. 
Quotations :—American, Tl3. 3.95 to 4.04; English, Tls. 3.55 to 3.80; 
Dutch, T'ls. 8.55 to 8.78 per piece. Sheetings: American Cloth improved, 
fair sales at Tis. 8.60 to 3.75; small sales of English at last values 
Jeans: Sales of all kinds reported at about former rates; American Cloth. 
Tis. 8.10 to 3.13; English, Tls. 2.95 to 3; Dutch, Tls. 2.85 to 2.95 per piece. 
Fancy Goods: There has beena fair businessin all classes of these goods, prices 
showing no material change. Camlets: The chief change to note was the rise 
in value of C.P.H. Scarlet, which were worth Tis. 13.30 per piece: Green also 
advanced 15c.; Black declined 25c. per piece. In other colours no alte- 
ration. Long Ells: Only small sales quoted, prices for ordinary Scarlet 
at one time declined to Tls. 5.95 per piece, then recovering to Tls, 6.05 
per piece; C.P.H. Orange showed a fall of 25c., and Gentian 10c. per 
piece. In other Wovllens there waa little of interest to note. Metals: 
Both Bar and Nail Rod Iron had been inquired for. The former had 
changed hands to the extent of about 800 piculs at Tls. 2.15 per pical, 
and of the latter some 7,000 bundles had found buyers at Tls. 1.85 per 
pical for German Manufactured Iron up to Tis, 2.05 per picul for fair 
English assortments. Stocks of both descriptions heavy. Lead: Quiet. 
Coals: Receipts fully equal to demand, prices had not varied ; American, 
Tls. 9.75 ; Newcastle, T'ls. 5.90 to Ts. 6 from shipside. 

Hankow.—The comparative low rates ruling for Grey Shirtings led to 
purchases upon speculative account of all offering, by which means an ad- 
vance of one mace per piece had been established. Grey T-Cloths ne- 
glected and difficult of sale. Grey Drills sold at a reduction of five can- 
dareens per piece. White Shirtings better supported, advanced five can- 
dareens per piece. All Fancy Cottons only saleable in small parcels. 
Lustres in better request, and about one mace per piece dearer. Woolleng 
difficult to quit. Camlets declined two mace per piece. Fair sales of 
Lastings. Long Ells very heavy of sale, and price showed a further fall. 
Lead, after advancing four mace, dropped, in consequence of an injudicious 
sale to previous rates, but had since rallied two mace per pical. Quota- 
tions: Grey Shirtings, 7 lbs. to 7-2 lbs. per piece, Tis. 2.02 to 2.10; 
8-4 Ibs. to 8-6 lbs, Tls. 2.24 to 2.28; Grey T-Cloths, Tls. 1.80 to 2.30; 
White Shirtings, Tis, 2.15 to 2.60; Spanish Stripes, per yard, Tls. 0.55 
to 0.59; Medium Cloth, Tis. 0.95 to 1.15; Broad Cloth, Tis. 1.10 to 1.50;

Foocnow.—Sales are reported of 1,000 pieces 8} lbs. Grey Shirtings 
at $3.10, and of 1,000 pieces 7 Ibs. at $2.45. Quotations are:—Grey 
Shirtings, 8} lbs., $3.10; 7 Ibs. $245. T-Cloths, 7 lbs., $2.45; 6 Ibs., 
$2.20. Cuvals: No sales. Lead: Difficult of sale at quotations —Large

Hone Konc.—The following is from Messrs. Olyphant and Co.’s Cir- 
cular, dated Oct. 18:—Cotton Yarn: Arrivals small, but settlements 
aggregate largely, and stocks in consequence are still further reduced. 
Purchases have been freely made at advancing rates, and with increased 
firmness on the part of holders, a high range of prices has been established. 
Nos. 16/24 now command rates $3 to $7.50 over Jast quotations; Nos. 
28/32 are $3 dearer, while Nos. 38/42 have realised $2.50 to $5 higher 
figures. The market closes strong with an active demand. Piece Goods; 
The firmness of the market last advised has not been sustained, 
and, though a fair business has been transacted, rates for the 
staple manufactures are in some instances weaker. The demand for 
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8-4 1b. Grey Shirtings for shipment has subsided, and dealers have 
bought principally to prepare themselves against future wants; 7 Ib., 
though in small stock, have been comparatively neglected, and prices of 
both these weights have given way 2c. per picul ; 10 Ib. goods are dull of 
sale, at a greater reduction.

Holders of American goods 
are still firm, though inquiry has slackened and dealers are showing less dis- 
position to buy than heretofore. Woollens: Holders have shown a willing- 
nese to quit their goods at ruling rates, and a fair business has resulted in 
mest articles, though the only improvement noticeable in any description 
of these fabrics is in superior Lastings, which are now held at rates 25c. to 
50c. dearer than previous quotations. Long Ells have been fairly taken.

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THE “CARNATIC.” 

THE official inquiry into the loss of the P. and O. steamer 
Carnatic occupied three days, and on the fourth the Court 
pronounced judgment. Naturally there were two distinct 
questions involved ; first, the cause of the vessel being so 
much out of her proper course as to strike the reef—and, 
secondly, the conduct of the captain in not immediately 
landing the passengers and crew when she had struck. On 
the first question the Court seems to have no hesitation in 
condemning Captain Jones, The ship being in first-rate 
order, with an efficient crew, fine weather, a smooth sea, and 
a clear sky, how came she so far out of her course? Captain 
Jones can only answer this by the supposition that “some 
unknown current must have drifted him to the westward.” 
but there is evidence that he passed within two miles of the 
Ashraffi revolving light, and by taking a single bearing of 
this he could have found his true position ; yet this simple 
precaution was neglected. This, in the opinion of the Court, 
was a grave default. The second question—as to the amount 
of care taken to secure the safety of the crew and passengers 
—was a more difficult one to determine, for the evidence on 
some points was very conflicting. It was, however, unmis- 
takably clear that at two aM. on the 14th September—the 
day of the final catastrophe—the ship was in a most preca- 
rious state. She had slipped backwards, the saloon and cabins 
were filling with water, and the fore-bold was full. At this 
critical time the captain had to decide whether to prepare at 
once for a landing at daylight, or simply to await the course 
of events. He adopted the latter alternative, whereas the 
Court expressed itself as strongly inclined in favour of the 
former ; at the same time, apparently, giving some weight to 
the considerations we have already put forth in a former 
article, as to the danger of fatal effects from the sun on an 
unsheltered reef. At any rate this part of Captain Jongs’s 
conduct is evidently regarded as nothing worse than an 
error in judgment, though certainly a lamentable one ; and 
the suspension of his certificate for nine months is decreed 
solely on the ground of neglect in not ascertaining the true 
position of the ship. 


Since the article was written which appears in our leader 
columns, letters from the correspondents of most of the 
daily papers have been published ; these, though possessing 
much interest, do not in any degree tend to modify the 
opinions based on the telegraphic news previously received. 
The passage of two of the Messageries steamers (the Alphée 
and Hrymanthe) through the Canal is announced, but they 
had no cargo, and are coming home for repairs. The P. and 


O. Delta did not get beyond Ismailia, and is now on her way 
back.

Mr. H. T. Lion.—The Netherlands Indian press has suffered an 
irreparable loss by the decease of Mr. H. T. Lion, editor of the Bata- 
vaasch Handelsblad, on the 12th inst. A short but severe illness has 
carried away, in his 64th year, a man whose healthy constitution and 
sound mind promised yet a long career. His indefatigable zeal has 
done much to obtain for the Dutch colonies the liberties they now en: 
joy. When he began the editorship of his journal the Java press was 
gagged, and the most absolute despotism swayed, without any oppo- 
sition, over the Dutch colonies. It was he who, with a noble courage, 
began the combat for progress and liberty—a courage which was not 
abated even by the persecution he met with from an arbitrary Govern- 
ment. He fought for the sacred cause of freedom and progress till the 
last moment, and no one better deserved the sword placed on his coffin 
(the deceased having formerly been an officer of the Indian army) than 
this ardent champion of liberty. 

Tua Mourper or Mr. Borp.—Frederick Hinson has been arraigned 
at the Central Criminal Court for the murder of Maria Death 
and William Douglas Boyd, of Japan, at Wood-green, on the 4th of 
October. The only indictment proceeded with was that which charged 
the prisoner with the murder of the woman, and notwithstanding the 
efforts of Hinson’s counsel to reduce the offence to manslaughter, the 
jury convicted the prisoner of the graver crime, and sentence of death 
was passed.

LEGATIONS AND CONSULATES. 

Now that Sir Rorszrrorp ALcook’s return to this coun- 
try is imminent, speculation is rife as to the future of the 
Legation at Peking. Unless a very marked change should 
manifest itself in the China policy of our Government, 
or unless a change should take place in the Government 
itself (perhaps not so very remote a contingency as is 
generally supposed), it is hardly likely that our pre. 
sent Minister will return to his post, for of late his 
views and recommendations have been most contemp- 
tuously disregarded. The mere fact that his homeward 
journey has not been preceded either by letters of recall on 
the one side, or a formal resignation on the other, makes 
no difference, for according to the established custom in 
such cases, a Minister who has served his full term at 
any foreiga Court is not supposed to resign for a year 
after quitting his post, having “leave of absence” for that 
time. Such, we imagine, is the case with Sir RutHer- 
rorD. He returns to England on leave, after having 
met Mr. Wave at Shanghai, who remains as Chargé 
d’Affuires ; and for the ensuing twelve months Mr. WapE 
will hold the reins at Peking, while the question is 
settled whether his position there shall become perma- 
nent or not. To all appearance, the choice will lie be- 
tween himself and Sir Harry Parkes. Mr. Wane certainly 
cannot be said to have the prior claim, for that belongs 
to Sir Harry, both by his antecedents and his seniority. 
Yet by superseding Mr. WaDE the Government would per- 
haps run some risk of losing his services in a country which 
he knows more thoroughly than almost any other European. 
Sir Harry Parkes, again, is eminently useful where he 
is, and neither his temper nor inclinations exactly fit him 
to carry out the policy of “conciliation”—the attitude 
of abject humility—adopted by Mr. Giapstoxe’s Govern- 
ment towards China. If, for these reasons, Sir Harry is 
retained in Japan, and Mr. Wape's appointment is not made 
permanent, it seems not improbable that the post may fall 
into the hands of an entire stranger to China, who (if ap- 
pointed by the present Ministry) would go out pledged to eat 
dirt to an unlimited extent. 

On the other hand, should Sir Harry Parkes be transferred 
to Peking, there appears to be no one immediately available 
to take his place, if we except Mr. WiNcHEsTER, who has had 
long experience as a Consul in Japan, and has already acted 
as Chargé d’Aftaires there. Mr. WINCHESTER is still in this 
country, his leave of absence having been extended. Mr. 
Avanaster, the next senior Interpreter to Mr. Apkixs, takes 
his place as Vice-Consul at Shanghai. In Japan also there 
are some changes to note. Mr. Russert RoBerraon, now at 
home on short leave of absence, returns to his post of Acting 
Vice-Consul at Yedo next January. Mr. Lowner is Acting 
Consul at Yokohama; Mr. ANNESLEY occupies the same 
position at Nagasaki, in place of Mr. Flowers, now on the 
way home ; Mr. Trovp, lately Interpreter at Yokohama, goes 
as Acting Consul to Ne-egata; Mr. Gower remains at Osaka, 
Mr, Ensiie at Hiogo, and Mr. Evspen at Hakodadi. 
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THE SUEZ CANAL. 

It is even yet difficult to forma just idea of the actual 
condition of the Canal, for a good deal of mystery still hangs 
about it, and there is an evident tendency to keep back un- 
favourable facts. But such advices as have come to hand 
fully justify our often repeated assertions that the Canal could 
not be completed to its full depth by the time fixed for the 
opening ceremony. The numerous accidents to the steamers 
composing the inaugural squadron have clearly proved that 
the Canal is not, and will not for a long time be navigable 
for large ships ; probably fourteen feet is the utmost that 
could for the present be safely ventured on for general pur- 
poses. Another very unfavourable feature is that the banks 
were much damaged by the “ wash” from the steamers ; for 
if this has happened during the passage of a flotilla of com- 
paratively small vessels in one direction, what destructive 
effects may not be expected from a constant traffic of 
steamers in both directions? Before we can acknowledge 
the Canal as a permanent success, three importaut things 
remain to be done—Firstly, it has to be dredged to 
its full depth, that is to say a large portion of it must be 
made eleven feet deeper ; secondly, the banks must be pro- 
tected from the destructive action of the disturbance of the 
water by steamers, and this will apparently necessitate 
a “facing ” of some solid material ; and, thirdly, the piers or 
jetties at Port Said having been found quite inadequate to 
prevent the silting up of the entrance, they will have to kw 
extended a much greater length into the sea—a most tediou 
and expensive operation. No doubtallthis work will in time 
be accomplished, for it presents no greater engineering diffi- 
culties than have already been overcome ; but the raising of 
the necessary funds will, we imagine, tax the energies and 
resources of M. DE Lesseps to the utmost. Indeed, it is 
already stated in Paris;that f.150,000,000 must still be ex- 
pended on the Canal before it cau be definitively opened as 
a great commercial thoroughfure, and that M. pz Lesssxrs 
wants authorisation to raise a loan to that extent ; but this 
cannot now be done, except with the sanction of the Legisla- 
ture. Still, the man who can already boast that he has 
transformed a Continent into an Island is not likely to be 
dismayed at uny obstacles that may come in his way. 

So far, there has been more curiosity than enthusiasm 
exhibited in this country as to the ultimate succeas and 
utility of the Canal, and its effect in revolutionising the trade 
with India and the Far East. Perbaps the apparent apathy 
among shippers and shipowners is in great measure due to 
the attitude of the underwriters, who, as we noticed in our 
last issue, are disinclined at present to charge lower rates for 
the new route than for the old one round the Cape. Lat- 
terly, however, a greater degree of interest seems to have 
been awakened in Liverpool, where one firm of shipowners is 
offering to take cargo for Bombay, va the Canal, at £3 10s. 
per ton, while another firm is building a fleet of steamers of 
large capacity but light draught especially for this route. The 
working of the Canal, as far as it affects steamers of moderate 
size, and the more valuable descriptions of goods, such as 
will bear steamer freight, will therefore soon be apparent ; 
but it will be some time yet before its effects on sailing vessels 
and heavy cargoes can be ascertained. The intricate and 
dangerous navigation of the Red Sea is totally unsuited to 
sailing ships, and to perform the voyage with reasonable de- 
spatch and safety they would need towing, not only through 
the Canal, but between Suez and Aden. At any rate we may 
be sure of one thing,—that whether the advantages ulti- 
mately prove great or small, British enterprise will not be 
behindhand in securing a full share of them. 

M. pe Lessrps has received the Grand Cordon of the 
Legion of Honour, but we hear nothing more of the title of 
Duke of Suez, which was to have been conferred onhim. If 
the telegraphic reports of the attack he made on the French 
Government at the Ismailia banquet are correct, we can 
hardly wonder at its being withheld. This, by the way, is 
avother curious symptom to add to the mysteries already 
surrounding the affairs of the Canal ; it seems hardly credible 
that M. pz Lrssers should thus publicly and vehemently 
assail the Government that has given him such unlimited and 
unquestioning support throughout his gigantic undertaking. 





We understand that Sir RicuaRp and Lady MacDowrngLi 
will leave Hong Kong in April next, returning to England 
by the Pacific route. 
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Ir has generally been accepted as a fact that to the late 
Lieut. WaaHorn alone belongs the distinction of having 
been the originator and pioneer of the Overland route to 
India ; and in connection with the opening of the Suez Canal 
it has been proposed to erect a memorial to him in Egypt. 
With reference to this proposition, Mr. R. W. Crawrorp, 
M.P., has written to Zhe Times pointing out that the merit 
is chiefly due to the community of Bombay, as represented by 
the Bombay Steam Committee of former times ; and that the 
practical inception of the enterprise is due to Captain J. H. 
Witson, formerly of the Indian navy, well Known as the 
commander of the Hugh Lindsay steamer. Mr. CRAWFORD’S 
letter again is followed up by one from Mrs. Heap, claiming 
for her late husband, Colonel CHaRLes Frankuin Heap, tne 
honour of being the reul originator of the Overland Mail 
Service. 


THE appointment of Mr. Low as United States Minister 
to China ia the subject of a good deal of talk in America. 
He is now at Washington, it not being considered necessaty 
for him to make any attempt to reach Peking before the 
spring. Advices from the capital state that the “ China 
question ” has already been discussed in every phase by the 
Presipent, the SeureTary of State, and the new Minis- 
ter, and that “ perfect unanimity exiats.” That is to say, the 
U.S. Government, being fully impressed with Mr. Buruin- 
GaMe’s views, instruct their Minister accordingly, and he— 
probably knowing nothing about the matter, except that he 
goes out us the exponent of a certain policy—unhesitating] 
accepts it in its entirety. And this policy finds favour with 
the American press, chiefly because it is antagonistic to the 
views and interests of British residents in China. 





Ma. Burtincame seems to have been quite as successful 
with the Dutch Minister of Foreign Affairs ag with our own. 
According to our Rotterdam Correspondent, that functionary 
stated in the Second Chamber that he had had several most 
friendly interviews with Mr. Burtincame, who had convinced 
him “that our trade with China could be enlarged enor- 
mously,” and that a Dutch Legation ought to be established 
in China forthwith. The Chamber, however, did not see the 
matter exactly in the same light, and refused to incur the 
expensé of the proposed mission, fearing also that a fleet 
might be required to back it. The Chinese Mission left the 
Hagne on the 18th, after a stay of three weeks, for Berlin 
and St. Petersburg. Mr. Burtincame will not make any 
stay at the former city, however, until his return from Russia. 





Durine the last few years we have noticed oft-recurring 
rumours of the desire of the Prussian Government to acquire 
a colony of some surt in the China Sea. Reports as to the 
intention of purchasing or annexing Chusan were of course 
dismissed as absurd; but there is a greater semblance of 
probability in a statement now put forth, that Prussia, on 
behalf of the North German Confederation, is making over- 
tures to the Dutch Government for the purchase of the 
Banda Islands. It is beyond doubt that the Germans, whose 
mercantile navy finds so much employment in Eastern 
waters, have long been on the look-out fora station there, 
and there is eertainly more likelihood of their finding a suit- 
able one in this way than in any other. 


By the last mail we received (and published) a more 
detailed account of the late earthquake at Manila. Curiously 
enough, none of the firms here connected with Manila re- 
ceived any news by that mail, and ovr own appears to have 
been the only account received in this country. A Madrid 
correspondent mentions a report that the Spanish Govern- 
ment had received some disquieting intelligence from Manila, 
but, according to the custom in that enlightened country, its 
purport was kept a secret from the public and conjectures 
were afloat of either an earthquake or a revolution. A recent 
telegram from Madrid says that “ A reactionary conspiracy 
has been discovered in Munila, and one person implicated has 
committed suicide "—but the earthquake is not alluded to. 


THE preparations for laying the British-Indian cable con- 
tinue to make progress. The Chiltern has followed the Great 
Eastern round the Cape, and the Hibernia, with the remain- 
der of the Red Sea cable, will proceed by the same route 
about the 10th or 15th of next month. The Hawk, with 
the heavy shore end for Sues, will go by way of the Canal to 
meet the other vessels. 
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Tue non-arrival of the Brindisi portion of the present mail 
is accounted for by the state of the Mont Cenis Railway, 
which has been rendered impassable since the 24th instant 
by accumulations of snow and avalanches. A telegram from 
Florence, dated the 26th, says that the snow on the line was 
then four feet deep, and traffic would not be renewed for 
three days. This new exemplification of the dangers to which 
the line over the mountain is exposed leads us to look anx- 
iously for the completion of the tunnel through it, whioh 
we are glad to learn progresses very rapidly. 





WE are sorry to learn by the last Indian Mail that Mr. 
H. J. Tarrant, whose appointment as Acting Chief Juatice 
at Maulmein we noticed in our last issue, has had a severe 
attack of apoplexy, and at the date of these advices was lying 
in a very precarious condition.

HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerpaM, Nov, 25. 
The Minister of Foreign Affairs has come to the conviction that it 


ig for the interests of our trade with China that our country should 
be represented there; he has, therefore, asked a credit for a Con. 
sulate. The Second Chamber, however, does not agree with the 
Minister. When his proposal was examined in the section: a good 
many of the members declared themselves earnestly against it; 
they were of opinion that Holland was now sofficiently represented 
and they feared that if a formal Ambassador was sent to China it 
would also become necessary to station Dutch men-of-war in China 
waters. The Minieter bas replied to the several objections againg, 
hia proposal. He demonstrates that it would be to the interests of 
trade and the Trading Company to establish a mission in China, and 
he contested the assertion that it should be necessary to forward men- 
of-war to China, in order to protect the ambassador. There were 
always Dutchmen in China, and it was never necessary to show our 
flag there. When the foreigners do not mingle themselves with the 
home affairs of China, their safety does not run the least risk. The 
Minister disapproves of the idea brought forward by some of the 
members to combine the missions of Japan and China; the means of 
communieation, he naserts, are too uncertain, and besides this, 
there are many other objections. Mr. Roest van Limburg further 
stated that he has had several friendly interviews with the Chinese 
ambassadore, who stayed several daya at the Hague, where they have 
met with the kindest reception, and who started the day before yester 
day for Berlin. Mr. Barlingame had explained to him the nature of 
his mission to Europe, and he had convinced the Minister that our trade 
with China could bo enlarged enormously, which would entail good for 
both countries. The Ambassador further stated that it would be re. 
garded by the Chinese Government asa token of good friendship should 
the Dutch Government establish a mission in China. When the 
Chamber refased the credit asked for, the Minister threw the whole 
responsibility upon the members; he had the conviction that such a 
mission was necessary, and of the greatest urgency. 


The Second Chamber of the States-General has resumed business 
in earnest, and the Minister of the Colonial Department has been the 
first exposed to ‘‘ cross-examination” in Parliament. The India 
Budget has been discussed, and of course there was a very lengthened 
debate (it lasted thirteen days) upon the policy of the Minister and of 
the Cabinet with respect to India, the general condition of this rich 
possession, and the financial situation of the mother-country and of 
the colony. Mr. de Waal was placed between two fires. On the one 
side stood the Conservatives, who did all they could to force him to 
their plan, while on the other hand the Liberals desired anxiously 
that their programme should be adopted; but on both sides it was 
agreed that the Minister's greatest fault was that of indecision. It 
was evident, however, that it was the policy of the Opposition to force 
the Minister to resign, but the plan miscarried. One of the first 
remarks made was that the condition of the natives was most 
wretched, and it was Mr. Franeen van de Putte who objected 
to this statement, obeerving that it was very much exaggerated. 
He stated that the production of sugar was favourable; that of 
coffee was not unfavourable; the abolition of the punishment of 
rattan beating had had a good effect; and that the heerendiensten 
(services which the natives have to render to their superiors) are 
abolished in some districts and reduced in others. The Opposi- 
tion objected that this statement was too much couleur de rose, and 
some Liberal papers agree with their opinion, and they ridicule the 
remark, made by some Conservatives, that this favourable condi- 
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tion is a result of the culture-system. But there was a good deal 
gaid which ought not to have been spoken. Indeed, many mem- 
bers debated for about an hour only to demonstrate that they knew 
simply nothing about Indian affairs. So much is certain, that the 
greater portion of the time consumed in discussion was wasted in 
very mediocre speeches. And, indeed, no one can wonder that the 
Minister gave—in spite of his sedateness—now and then evidences of 
impatience, and that he proved himself a sharp and acute critic. 

The principal amendment was that of Messrs. Van ver Hucht, @ 
Conservative (?), and Mirandolle, a Liberal pur-sang.™ By this 
amendment it was proposed to raise the wages for planting of coffee in 
the Preanger regencies from f.6. 50c. to f.13 ; the last-named being the 
gum paid in other parts of Java. This proposal was unquestionably based 
upon a system of equity and right. It was supported in a most mas- 
terly manner by both members, but after the most childish remarks of 
the Opposition members, who argued that the natives needed no higher 
wages because they did not use opium, and the opposition of the Min- 
ister, the amendment was rejected, there being 51 Noes and 19 Ayes. 
Had it been carried, only f.910,000 would have to be paid above the 
present contribution. Mr. de Casembroot called wages {a cadeau to 
the natives. The very large majority by which the amendment was 
rejected must, however, not be mis-interpreted. A good many are of 
opinion that it is urgently necessary to revise the tariff of wages, but 
they declined to force the Minister by an amendment, which was 

egarded as a political coup atrandom. I need not say that the Oppo- 
sition did all they could to demonstrate that the proposal hid an arriere 
pensée. The list of voters was very much mixed. Mr. Fransen van 
de Putte was an Aye, Mr. Hoet a No. 

The amendment of Messrs. Viruly, Verbrugge, and Moens, to raise 
the credit vote for the instruction of the natives by f.30,000, was car- 
ried. The amount is certainly not very large, but it is the first step 
ona good path, the education of the natives being at present in a most 
neglected condition. It was very remarkable that all the Catholic 
members voted against this amendment, whilst the Catholic papers 

mble because it was carried. The principal point of the debate 
was ‘‘the Colonial Surplus,” “het Batig Slot "—‘‘ the Golden Calf.” 
From the several votes it resulted that the extreme Conservative party 
are in little force, but at the same time it became obvious that there 
are stilla great number of soi-disant Liberal membera who cannot 
reconcile themselves to the idea that India has a right to a surplus, 
and that Holland has no right to take advantage of the forced labour 
of the natives. I lately told you that the Minister hud proposed to 
fix the India balance on behalf of the Dutch Treasury at ten millions 
of guilders, and, if there was a surplus, to dispose thereof by a special 
law. The Minister defended this plan as being the first step to the 
great principle that it was not policy to ‘ take all that could be got.” 
“ Holland,” he said, ‘‘ must help itsclf; the favourable balances from 
Java have demoralised the Dutch people.” 

In the course of the debate, Messrs. van Naamen van Eemnes—a 
Liberal middleman, and Blussé—proposed to decide nothing with re- 
spect to the surplus, and to fix the contribution of India at f.10,107,779. 
This amendment was carried by 42 against 24 votes. The signification 
of this vote is very ambiguous ; it is pretty clear that the plan of the 
Minister is frustrated, that the adorateurs of the ‘‘ Golden Calf” will 
go their old way ; and that the guilders earned by the natives of Java 
will continue to be spent in Holland. The only advantage resulting 
from the endeavours of the Minister is this, that in the first place the 
wants of India will be provided for before the Dutch obtains any profit. 
When the Chamber had resolved to abolish the pawnhouses in Java, 
the Indian Budget was approved of by 59 against 7 ; and the expenses 
by 49 against 17 votes. Indeed, the result could scarcely have been 
better. Wedo not wanta slow and wavering Ministry, whose only 
study is to balance between Conservatives and Liberals, but a very 
Radical one, which will ‘‘ take the bull by the horns.” The next mea- 
sure for discussion is the Agrarian law, which is now being examined 
in the sections; but it is quite certain that this Bill will not lead to 
a radical result, and it isa question whether it will be carried at all. 
The Liberals are not satisficd, and the Conservatives are shrinking in 
horror from this step in advance. 

A most remarkable meeting took place here some days ago. Several 
gentlemen of very different political and religious opinions had in- 
voked the attendance of the public, in order to hear a debate on the 
subject of the promotion of the welfare of the Javanese. The meeting 
was crowded, and several excellent speeches were made, which led to 
the establishment of a committee of the company, in order to im- 
prove the position of the Javanese. 

The Algemeen Dagblad states that the Government hag granted to 
the Amsterdam firm, Hesse and Van Raalte, a concession for laying a 
telegraphic cable between Ceylon and Java. The company, when es- 
tablished, will bear the name of the Ceylon, Java, and Australian Com- 
pany (Limited). 

The first Chamber of the States General will assemble on the 25th 
inst. The Minister of the Department of Justice has laid before Par- 
liament a Bill to abolish capital punishment. 

A paper war has arisen between several gentlemen interested in the 
coffee trade, about the manner in which Government sells the East 
India coffee. Some among them think that it will be best to hold four 
auctions a-year, others that it would be more advantageous to sell 
every month by public sale; and again, others advocate that every 
cargo should be brought into the market assoon asit arrives; thus the 
greatest difference prevails upon the subject. I think that the best 
way would be that all the coffee produced by the Indian natives should 
be sold in India. That is what we must eventually come to. 

On the 15th inst. the Japanese war steamer Nits Sin, Vroom, com- 
mander, started from Brouwershaven bound to Japan. This very fine 
and powerful steamer was built in the yard of Messrs. C. Gips and Zo- 
nen, at Dordrecht. 

T regret that I have to record the death of the well-known ship- 
owner and trader Mr. J. van Hobaken van Cortgene. I have algo to 
record the death of Mr. N. Olivier, M.P., ex Minister of Justice—a 
warm Liberal. He died atthe Hague, at the age of fifty-nine years. 
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The Coneervative papere are spreading the ramour that the Minister 
of the Colonial Department, Mr. E. de Waal, intends to resign, in 
consequence of the vote upon his Budget, by which his proposal with 
reference to the Java contribution was outvoted. By the Liberal party 
these rumours are declared to be quite unfounded. Mr. J. C. van Lier, 
Parliamentary reporter, will start next month for Batavia, to assume 
the editorehip of the Butaviaasch Handelsblad, in the room of the 
late Mr. Lion, whose death, reported by the last mail, is regarded as a 
great logs to the Liberal cause. 

PRODUCE MARKETS. 

Business transactions have continued since my last within a limited 
compass, as, with the exception of the sale by public auction of about 
12,000 bales Java Tobacco, there has been upon the whole but little 
doing in our leading articles of colonial produce. Sugar and Hides 
have been in good request at steady rates, but, excepting several public 
sales of Japan Camphor, Japan Wax, Gum Damar, &c., the demand for 
other articles has been confined to the ‘‘hand to mouth” wants for 
immediate consumption ; and when sales were forced, which has been 
the case with Tin, buyers could only be found by means of pretty heavy 
concessions. The price of the last-named article has thus undergone 
a material reduction in consequence of the failure of an Amsterdam 
house, owing to which unforeseen circumstance the Netherlands Bank 
threw 30,000 slabs upon the market for sale at low rates. The decline 
has been partly recovered. 

Corrrz.—The market is firm, with small business, in waiting for the 
forthcoming auction of the Dutch Trading Company on the 24th inet., 
when 109,277 bales are to be offered. Trading Company ordinary 
Java is songht after in vain at 4c. advance over the prices of the late 
public sale. There is, upon the whole, but little on offer in the market 
of that sort. I have only to report the sale of 900 bags Java, ex 
Aletta Augusta and Medea. There isa good demand for Padang. 

Suear (Raw).—A firm tone continues to prevail for this import, and 
about 13,000 baskets Java have been disposed of since my last report in 
the proportion of 4f. below the currency of the September sale up to the 
full parity of the same, which is now generally insisted on by holders, 
who are unwilling to sell below that mark. The demand continues active 
for parcels on the apot, and about 2,500 baskets Java have changed hands 
in re-sale from second hands at some advance over September prices. 
The brokers have published their valuations of the Dutch standard of 
the coming public sale on account of the Trading Company of about 
18,500 baskets Java, on the 25th inst., viz., No. 5, f.32; No. 7, £.88 ; 
No. 8, £344; No. 9, £.854; No. 11, f.353; No. 13, £363; No. 14, 
£.363 ; No. 16, f.37; No. 19, f.37}. 

Tra.—In my last report I gave the result of the last auction of Java 
tea offered by the Trading Company. The fine qualities were sold at 
lower rates, and the good and ordinary qualities at the prices of the 
July auctions. There is a good demand for all sorts, but especially for 
those which can be bought at low prices. China Tea is dail, but prices 
are steady. 

Rice.—Continues dull, but prices are nominally maintained. Sales 
have been closed of 228 bags Java, ex Aletta Augusta ; 2,658 bags Java, 
ex Eastern Empire, at f.0}; 3,146 bags Java, ex Cornelis Gips, at f.73; 
9,086 b. Java table, ex Bezoekie. 

Spices.—A steady demand continues to manifest itself for Nutmegs 
and Mace at full prices, The 18 cases Nutmegs and 16 cases Mace 
offered for sale by secret tenders have been adjudged. Nutmegs No. 1 
sold at 105c.; Mace D, 190c. ; Amboina Cloves, No. 8, 26c. Since 
that auction prices have advanced from 1c. to 2c. 

Hipes.— Sales have been closed by secret tender of 3,021 Java Cows 
and 1,427 Buffaloes, ex Fop Smit, Medea, County of Bute, Aletta 
Augusta; of 1,560 Samarang Ox, ex Aria and Retsy; 2,000 do. 
Buffaloes, ex Drie Gezusters; C and C, 1,002 Samarang Ox, ex 
Aria and Betsy; 700 Macassar Buffaloes, ex Elmina ; 535 Sa 
Buffaloes, ex Betsy and V H; 4,500 Samarang Buffaloes, ex Aria an 
Betsy; 94 E.I. Rinder, ex Utrecht. 

Inpico.—A healthy tone continues to prevail at rather easier prices. 
Sales have been closed since my last report of 54 and 129 chests Java. 

Tin.—Holders of Tin evinced more disposition to realise in the early 
part of last week at the late advance, and Banca changed hands 
at from f.72} down to f.70.; but the market subsequently became 
quite demoralised by the failure in London of a house dealing in Tin, 
followed up by the stoppage of an Amsterdam firm, also largely con- 
cerned in this article, in consequence of which sales were made at very 
irregular prices, even down to f.64}.

ORIENTAL LITERATURE. 


(FROM OUR BATAVIA CORRESPONDENT.) 
Batavia, Oct. 14, 1869. 

The last number of the journal of the Batavian Society of Arts and 
Sciences contains a very interesting, though rather arid, notice on the 
Hindu monuments in the highlands of Sumatra, illustrated by several 
pen sketches by the hand of Mr. E. P. Vonbrink. Mr. T. G. F. 
Riedel gives an account of a trip to Engano, witha map of that 
island, which, according to his researches, is inhabited by fourteen 
different tribes, numbering a total population of 6,380 souls, or rather 
savages. Our well-known Indianist, Mr. A. B. Cohen Stuart, published» 
in the same number, a very severe critique ona ‘‘ History of Java,” 
by Mr. T. Wolbers, published in Holland, which history he calls a 
pitiful scribble (pralschrift). 

Besides, the Batavian Society published the catalogue of its numis- 
matical collection. The nucleus of it was formed by Mr. Radermacher, 
who presented the collection to the society in 1779. At that time it 
contained, besides a fine collection of gold and silver Indian coins, a 
complete series of the so-called Indian golden zodiacal coins, which, 
however, in the course of time, seem to have been pilfered by some un- 
acrupulous lover of rare (and valuable ?) coins. A description of this 
collection was published some years ago in the thirty-first volame of 
the transactions of the Batavian Society, by Mr. E. Netecher, resident 
of Rhio, and Mr. T. A. van der Chijz, the present director of the cabinet, 
which contains now_2,666 coins, nearly half of which are Indian and 
Chinese. 

Measrs. Lange and Co. published a small French pamphlet by ‘ Un 
Ancien Voyageur en Japon,” under the title of “ Notice Historique et 
Statistique sur le Japon.” This notice is evidently written by a person 
very intimately acquainted with Japan, and who seems to have had 
acceas to many official documents and sources. It is well written, and 
refutes clearly the reproaches made to the western diplomatists o. 
having concluded treaties with a sovereign who had no power to do 
#0; as, in fact, since the firat visit to Japan by the Portuguese, in 
1548, till a few years ago, the Shiogoon was really the de facto sovereign, 
the Mikado having only a shadow of religions power, and the other 
nobles being too feeble to contend against the Shiogoonal government 





ROYAL GEOGRAPHICAL SOCIETY. 

The second meeting of the present session of this society was 
hel! on Monday evening last, Sir R. I. Murchison, President, in 
the chair. 

The paper of the evening was on the exploration of the new 
course of the Yellow River of China, by Mr. Ney Elias, F.R.G.S. 
The author stated that, having planned a survey of the course 
the Great Yellow River of China had taken since breasing through 
its old ban‘s some fifteen years ayo, he devoted his autumn holi- 
day in 1868 to carry out the object, having previously secured the 
approval of the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce. Only the 
vaguest accounts had previously been received of this grand 
phenomenon, caused by the river forsaking its bed, several hun- 
dred miles from its mouth, and pouring its waters in a northerly 
direction, seeking an outlet in the sea at a point separated by 
four degrees of latitude from its former mouth, leaving a dry bed 
two or three miles wide, which was now used as a high road. By 
the change scores of square miles of highly-cultivated country 
had been devastated, millions of people had lost their lives, 
and along the forsasen bed other districts were deprived of 
their fertility by the loss of the means of irrigation. No 
less than nine such changes were recorded in Chinese his- 
tory, the first dating about 602 B.C., the positions of the 
various mouths ranging over the extent of coast between 34 
deg. and 39 deg. N. lat, The author believed that the major 
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part of the great alluvial plain of China had been formed by the 
rich deposit left by forsaken beds of this singular river. The 
author’s companions were Mr. Hollingworth and two Chinese ; 
they left Shanghai, well provided with instruments for taking 
observations in latitude and longitude, on the 24th of September, 
and, after a journey of nearly 400 miles on the Grand Cunal, 
arrived on the 17th of October on the banks of the new Yellow 
River near the town of Nan-Shan. At this point the stream had 
not yet worn for itself a bed, but was spread over a belt of country 
some ten or twelve miles in width. The banks of the Grand Canal 
had here been carried away by the invading stream, and the 
whole country wore an air of desolation. The party embarked 
on the new river near here, and traced it down to its embou- 
chure in the Gulf of Pe-chi-li. Nineteen miles downward the 
widespread waters converge and flow into the narrower bed 
of a much smaller river, the Tatsing. which henceforward serves 
as its channel. The great volume and rapidity of the waters 
of the Yeliow River are causing the narrow bed to widen, and 
with the undermined banks are swept away the streets of villages 
and cities, gardens and fields. Bridges which formerly spanned 
the Tatsing now remain as ruins in mid-river. At Tsi-ho-hein one 
of the bridges effectually stops navigation at present at a short 
distance above the port of 'si-nan-foo. ‘Towards the sea the banks 
of the river are marshy and uninhabitable, the limit of the 
peopled region being the small port of Tu-men-quan. The mouth 
of the river is obstructed by a bar, which Mr. Elias found, on the 
27th Oct., to have a minimum depth at low water of three and 
a-half to four feet. Deeper channels on the bar have from five to 
seven or eight feet of water. From various considerations the 
author concluded that the new course of this large river was not 
likely to be used by the larger eeding junks, and that, in fact, its 
commercial value was very small In returning to Shanghai by 
the river the party ascended to the point where it first broke from 
its former course, near Lung-men-kau. The date of the first breach 
was 1851, but the waters were not finally diverted till 1853. The 
paper was accompanied by a carefully-executed chart of the new 
course of the river, constructed on an ordinary traverse survey, 
checked at several points by observatiuns for latitude and longi- 
tude. Soundings were observed throughout. 

In the discussion which followed, Captain Sherard Osborn, R.N., 
bore testimony to the great gevgraphical value of Mr. Elias’s 
paper. The Yellow River had been generally spoken of as a rapid 
and dangerous stream, remarkable tor the mass of alluvium it 
carries down, and with which it is continually silting up and rais- 
ing itsown bed. The great plain of China, which in 1813 sup- 
ported 170,000,000 inhabitants, is in great measure formed of tho 
alluvium brought down by the river from the western highlands, 
the rich soil having a depth, according t» Davis, of seventy feet. 
Uncontrollable as the Yellow River appeared to be, it was waiting 
only the hand of the European engineer to put a bound to its tur- 
bulence, and guide its superabundant forces into channels useful 
to man. 

Mr. Wylie, who had recently returned from extensive journeys 
through the interior of China, spoke of the great accuracy of Mr. 
Elias's descriptions.

LOSS OF THE CHINA CLIPPER “SPINDRIFT.” 

On the 2lst inst. the new clipper ship Spindrift, which left 
the Thames the previous evening with a cargo valued at upwards of 
£200,000, was totally lost in the Channel, near Dungeness Lighthouse. 
She was what is termed a composite ship, built of iron framing and 
timber, under special Lloyd's survey, and registered Al for 16 years. 
She was owned by Mr. Findlay and others, of Glasgow, and 
was the winner in the clipper race ‘from China with the new 
season’s teas last year. She was hauled out of the dock on the 20th, 
and proceeded in charge of Mr. Martin, a Trinity house pilot of great 
experience. Her commander was Captain Nutstord; he was snm- 
moned by the owners to take the command only two or three days 
previous, her former master, Captain Innes, being called to Scotland on 
account of a death in his family. Capt. Nuteford bad only returned 
from China ten d»ysin the Windhover. Two other famous clipper ships 
left the dock for China at the same time, the 7uitsing and the Sir Lances 
lot. The officers and crew of the Spindrift number thirty-six hands. There 
were also on board the captain's wife, and a relative, who intended to 
leave the ship with the pilot on reaching the Isle of Wight. She was 
towed out to sea on Saturday night, and then bore away down Channel, 
with a fresh breeze off the land, and fine clear weather. Capt. Nute- 
ford, with his first and second officers, were on deck most part of the 
night. The pilot, however, still had charge, and his course was 
closely adhered to. All went well until half-past two on Sunday 
morning, when the ship went ashore ahout two miles north of Dun- 
geness Lighthouse, opposite No.1 Battery. The shock was scarcely felt, 
but although all sail was thrown back, and every possible means taken 
to get her off, she became fast, and towards daybreak fell over on her 
beam ends, with her decks towards the sea. Capt. Nutsford was below at 
the time she struck. The lead had been used twice or thrice just be- 
fore, and ten and eight fathoms were called, but the leadsman must 
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mediately afterwards struck. The light at Dungeness was then seen on 
her starboard bow. Towards daylight a heavy sea rolled in and broke 
over the ship, when all hands were ordered into the boats and to make 
for the shore, the master, pilot, and officers taking to the mizen rig- 
ging in the hope that at ebb tide the sea would go down and enable 
them to cut away the masts, so as to case the vessel and assiat in get- 
ting her off. It soon, however, became evident that the ship was 
doomed to destruction, for the sea broke in upon her go violently that 
she began to break up, and they had to land without loss of time. For 
some time previously the coastguard of No. 1 Battery had come out 
in force to render all the assistance that was posible, but nothing 
could be done except provide shelter to the shipwrecked crew. 
Mra. Nutsford and the officers of the ship desire to express their sin- 
cere thanks for the great kindness they received from all parties at 
Dungeness, more particularly to Mr. M Gill, chief boatawain at No. 
1 Battery, and Mrs. M’Gill. During Monday the weather became more 
boisterous. It blew a gale, and at high water the ship and masts were 
completely submerged, and portions of her cargo coming ashore showed 
clearly that she was fast breaking up, and that she would become a 
total logs. The depositions of the pilot, Mr. Martin, have been taken 
by the receiver of wreck for the district, as also that of Captain Nuts- 
ford, the master, and they will be forwarded to the Board of Trade. 
Her cargo consisted chiefly of Manchester goods, copper, quicksilver, 
and other valuable articles. The whole of it is covered by insurances 
effected at most of the marine insurance offices in the City, at Lloyd's, 
and at the underwriters’ rooms at Liverpool and Glasgow. The ship, 
however, we regret to learn, was not insured.

VICE CHANCELLOR'S COURT, NOV. 19. 
THE QUEEN OF SPAIN V. PARR. 

This was a bill filed by the Queen of Spain prior to the Revolation, 
seeking an account in respect of sales by the defendant's firm of Parr, 
Hermann, and Co.. of tobacco from Manila. consigned to them for eale 
on behalf of the Spanish Government. The salcs had been counter- 
manded by the local government of Manila, who gave instructions to 
the defendants’ house at Manila, but before the instructions reached 
England a part of the tobacco had been sold. The principal contention 
was as to a commission of 2} per cent. claimed by the defendants, 
and a commission of 10 per cent. received by the defendants for pay- 
ment in cash of insurance premiums on the tobacco, and which had 
been paid by the defendants six weeks before receipt of funds for the 
‘purpose. The plaintiffs contended that the conduct of the defendants 
with regard to the sales had deprived them of right to commisson on 
the sales, and that their position as brokera disentitled them to make 
a profit of 10 per cent. on the insurance commissions. For the defend- 
ants it was contended that the commission on the sales was payable on 
the whole amount, and that the 10 per cent. came out of the pocketa of 
the ingurcrs, and not of the plaintiff, who would have had to pay the 
full commission in any case. This discount for cash was as rightfully 
‘received by defendants as the commission usually received by solicitors 
en an insurance office to which they pay premiums on behalf of 
clients. 

His Honour held that as no case of misconduct had been made out 
against the defendants with regard to the sales, they were entitled in 
his opinion (having regard to the evidence adduced) to 14 commission, 
being half what they would have received if the sales had not been 
countermanded. With regard to the 10 per cent., he was of opinion 
that agents like the defendants could not make a profit of this nature 
without communicating to their principals their intention to pay 
cash, and thus obtain the discount allowed for cash transactions. ‘The 
sum of £300, being 10 per cent. on the premiums of £2,999, must 
not be deducted by the defendants, who, however, were to have inte- 
reat for the period during which they had advanced the sum of £2,699. 
The plaintiff to have costs up to decree, but each side to pay their own 
costa of evidence. 


THE CHARGE OF SCUTTLING THE “OLD ENGLAND.” 

At the Central Criminal Court on Oct. 25, Thomas Bulman, a sea cap- 
ain, and T. Helburn, a ship carpenter, were indicted on the charge of having 
scuttled the ship Old England, with intent to defraud the underwriters. 
Mr. Giffard, in opening the case, said the Old England sailed for Point 
de Galle from Cardiff on the 15th June in a confessedly leaky condition, 
but by no means past work. She was laden with patent fuel, and was 
insured, in all, for £2,550, including an insurance of £200 on the cap- 
tain’s personal effects and £500 for the cargo. The ship was pumped 
every watch for some considerable time after leaving port, but up to 
the 24th of July no more than three inches of water was made during 
the hour. On the evening of that day orders were given to cease 
pumping, and the next morning (Sunday, the 25th), after falling in 
with a Portuguese brig, and after part of the provisions had been carried 
to her, the captain and carpenter, having been down in the hold about 
ten minutes, were seen to come upon the deck, and the carpenter 
carried in his hand something wrapped in canvas. He put his parcel 
on the deck, and the canvas falling open it was seen to contain two 
augers. After this the water increased, and was heard rushing in with 
asound not before observed. Myers, the cook, acted as interpreter 
between the Portuguese captain and the master of the Old England, 
and was directed by Captain Bulman to say that they had been pump- 
ing that morning, so that the accumulation from eight o'clock the even- 
ing betore was made to appear as the accumulation of a few hours only. 
The log was gone. The captain said he had given it to the Portuguese, 
who desired to see how an English log was kept, and had handed in a 
freshly made one. Louis Myers, the cook, said they pumped every 
four hours after leaving Cardiff for a fortnight; then they pam every 
two hours, and during the last part of the time every hour for fifteen 
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or twenty minutes. They saw the Portuguese brig at four o’clock ; at 
six the captain went on board, and at twelve he saw water in the after 
hold for the first time. He saw the carpenter going down the hold be- 
fore they left the ship, and saw the two augers he brought up wrapped 
in canvas. Bernard Hanlan confirmed the evidence as regarded 
pumping, and said the pumps sucked air at fifteen inches. Pro- 
ceeding. he said that on the Sunday at eight o’clock he went down 
the 'tween decks and heard water making a noise aft—a gurgling kind 
of noise—and water was washing about the forehold. There was at 
this time only five feet between the water and the lower deck ; there 
was nothing to prevent the water running throughout the ship. (Sub- 
sequent evidence showed that the lower deck was about nine feet above 
the bottom of the ship, so that this would give some four feet of water.) 
About four days before the ship was abandoned the crew went aft and 
asked the captain what he intended doing with the ma ; he answered he 
was going to Point de Galle. Some inquired whether he had not better 
put in at some port that the leak might be stopped ; he answered that 
he knew of no place. Hanlan suggested Pernambuco ; the captain 
said Ascension was the nearest place he knew of, and thereafter they 
left the poop. The ship was safe at that time, and they had had no 
foul weather up to this time. The second mate gave the order to cease 
pumping. Further evidence showed that the Old England was an 
American built ship, of 1,030 tons, built in 1849, and that the ingur- 
ance was by no means excessive, considering the age, the build, and 
the size of the vessel. Its value was estimated at between £3,000 and 
£4,000; she was chartered by the Messageries Imperiales, and was 
laden with patent fuel for the company’s station at Point de Galle. 

Mr. Serjeant Ballantine addressed the jury for the defence, and 
commented with emphasis on the fact of entire absence of motive. 
The captain had insured his effects at a fair valuation, the ship was 
jigared at less than its value, and he, being a part owner, would conse- 
quently lose if the ship were lost. Of course, if he conspired with the 
carpenter it would have been for a monetary consideration, and this 
would have added to his loss. The use of the augers might be ac- 
counted for by the endeavours of the captain and carpenter, in the 
execution of their duty, to discover the nature of the leak and what 
means could be adopted to stop it. Evidence was given by shipowners 
who had employed him that the captain had borne the highest possible 
character for periods ranging over thirty years, and it came out here 
that the policy for £200 on the captain's effects included a sum on 
account of goods he carried as a trader, he being a part owner and en- 
titled to trade for himself. 


The jury returned a verdict of acquittal. 


COURT OF CHANCERY—Nov. 26. 
THE BANK OF HINDUSTAN, CHINA, AND JAPAN. 

This was an appeal against a decision of the Vice-Chancellor with 
reference to a transfer of some shares in the Bank of Hindustan, 
China, andJapan. In the month of June, 1866, a Mr. Archibald Kin- 
trea transferred 145 shares in this company toa Mr. Alexander M‘Iach- 
lan, and the transfer was shortly afterwards approved by the directors 
and registered. The transfer was expressed to be in consideration of 


£195 paid by Mr. M‘achlan. At this time the shares (which were 
of £100, and with £25 paid) were saleable in the market at rather 
more than £3 per share. In Dec., 1866, an order was made to wind 
up the company. The liquidators afterwards discovered that in fact 
no money was paid by Mr. M‘Lachlan fur the transfer, and that he was 
& person of no substance, he being the steward of a steamship, with a 
salary of £1 per week, and having no other means of subsistence, 
A summons was taken out by the liquidators to have the regis- 
ter of shareholders rectified by substituting Mr. Kintrea’s name 
for that of Mr. M’Lachlan in respect of the 145 shares. The Vice- 
Chancellor was of opinion that the t:ansfer was not an out and-out 
one, but that Mr. Kintrea intended to retain his interest in the shares 
if the company prove successful, but to escape liability in case of the 
company’s failure. His Honour therefore ordered Mr. Kintrea‘s name 
to be restored to the register, and that he should pay the costa of the 
application. Mr. Kintrea appealed. Mr. Hardy, Q.C., and Mr. Hig- 
gins, for the appellant, contended that as the company had accepted 
the transfer, the directors having by the articles of association abso- 
lute power to refuse it, they could not now be heard to dispute its 
validity, and that the liquidators could have no higher rights than the 
company had. They also urged that since the Act of 1862 a transfer 
to a trustee was as good as a transfer to a purchaser, and that, at any 
rate, as the application muat be taken to be made tiered under 
section 35 of that Act, there was no jurisdiction to make Mr. Kintrea 
pay the costs. 

Mr. Greene, Q.C., and Mr. Lindley, who appeared for the liquidators 
were called upon only to argue the question of costs. Mr. Hardy, Q.C., 
replied upon that point. Lord Justice Giffard was of opinion that the 
Court had power to inquire whether the name on the list was rightly 
there. In this case the directors could not be blamed for believing the 
representation made in the transfer that £195 was paid. But if they 
had ascertained the real facta afterwards they might have applied to 
have Kintrea’s name restored to the register. His name ought now to 
be replaced there :—First, because a man who chose to make an untrue 
representation had no right to complain that the persons to whom it 
was made believed it ; Second, because his Lordship did not hesitate 
to say that this Court would act in such cases as “ Hyam’s case’ just 
as much now aa before the Act of 1862, for the simple reason that in 
such a case a name would, within the meaning of section 35. be on the 
register without sufficient cause. With regard to costs, as this applica- 
tion was made in a winding-up his Lordship thought that, having regard 
to section 170 of the Act, there was ample jurisdiction to order Kintrea 
to pay the costa, though there might not have been under section 85 
standing alone. The appeal must be refused with costa, but the Vice- 
Chanoellor’s order mast be altered in form by making it on the applica- 
tion of the company instead of on that of the liquidators. 
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Monetary and Commercial, 
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We beg to remind our readers that to-morrow is the last day for 
the present season for transmitting telegrams to China by Grant’® 
line via Kiachta. It will reopen in February next. 

An appeal from a decision of Vice-Chancellor Stuart, with re- 
ference to some shares in the Bank of Hindustan, China, and 
Japan, has been heard before Lord Justice Giffard. It appeared 
that a Mr. Kintrea, in consideration of the sum of £195, expressed 
to have been paid by a Mr. McLochlan, transferred to the latter 
145 shares in the company. The transfer of the shares was duly 
approved of by the directors, and afterwards registered. In De- 
cember, 1866, the liquidators having discovered that the consider- 
ation expreased in the deed was never paid, took out a summons 
to have the register of shareholders rectified by having Mr. Kin- 
trea’s name inserted for that of Mr. McLochlan. The Vice- 
Chancellor being of opinion that the transfer was not a bona fide 
one, ordered Mr. Kintrea’s name to be put upon the register of 
shares, and to pay the costs of the application. From that deci- 
sion Mr, Kintrea appealed, but the Lord Justice affirmed the Vice- 
Chancellor’s decision and dismissed the appeal. 

The failure of Messrs. Morgan, Melbourn and Co., of London 
and Batavia, has again been brought before the Bankruptcy Court, 
at an adjourned sitting for the examination and discharge of Mr, 
George Melbourn. The joint statement of the affairs of the firm 
showed liabilities amounting to £126,773, against assets £22,897, 
of which £12,260 consisted of doubtful debts.

Mr. Gzorce Mezzovrn’s Bangruprcy.—On the 25th ult. an ad- 
journed sitting for examination and discharge was held at the Bank- 
ruptcy Court, before Mr. Commissioner Holroyd, in the case of Mr. 
George Melbourn. The bankrupt, who came before the Court on a 
creditor's petition, was described as a merchant, of Leadenhall-street, 
London, formerly carrying on business in co-partnership with William 
Lichtenberg and R. P. Tolson, and also at Batavia, under the firm of 
Morgan, Melbourn, and Co. The joint statement of affairs showed debts 
and liabilities of £126,773 ; with asseta—good debts, £1,938, doubt- 
fal, £12,260; property, £5,855; and property in the hands of creditors, 
£1,844. On the separate estate a surplus of £2,200 was returned. The 
assignees, being dissatisfied with the present accounts, asked for fur- 
ther statements, and it appearing that the bankrupt was absent through 
illness, the Commissioner adjourned the sitting until the 15th of Feb., 
and granted leave to the assignees te tender requisitions.

ness of the Chinese to avail themselves of the benefits we offer as 
a mark of extreme want of capability and civilisation.— Your 
obedient servant, Cuannes QARpNER§F.ReG.8.

The remaining transactions are 800 bales Manila, to arrive at 
New York, per Formosa, at 14c.; and 1,250 to arrive at Boston, per 
Wild Rover, at 144c., both sixty days, gold. 

InpIGo.— We note the sale of 43 cases Manila in lote at the former 
prices of $1.15 to $1.45 currency. 

Rice.—The market for East India continues dull; the only transac- 
tion reported isa sale of 300,bags Rangoon for export at $2.874 gold 
in bond, showing a slight decline on previously paid rates. 

Spices.—The entire stock is in few hands, and is held firmly ; sales 
of 500 bags pepper at 25}c.; 4,000 to 5,000 mate Cassia, 44hc. to 
454c.; 40 to 50 bales bird peppers, 25c.; 75 bales cloves, 26c. to 
264c.; and 50 to 60 cases No. 1 Nutmegs, $1.5 to $1.10 all gold.

SAN FRANCISCO MARKETS.
